The 
nearly 3-hour session of pre¬ 
sentations, Q & A and expert 
feedback was also attended by 
Prime Minister Mike Eman 
and Minister of Social and 
Economic Affairs and Culture, 
Michelle Hooyboer-Winklaar. 

Island tourism icons such as 
Rory Arends and Myma Jansen, 
both former directors of the 
Aruba Tourism Authority were 
present and the CEO of the 
Aruba Hotel and Tourism Asso¬ 


ciation, AHATA, Jim Hepple. 
The business community was

ment Bank, AIB, among others. 

After hearing presentations 
on the current state of Aruba’s 
tourism industry from the Di¬ 
rector of the ATA, Ronella Tjin 
Asjoe-Croes, a forecast from 
the Aruba Airport Authority, 
AAA, and the effects of the 
past few years on the populace 
from the Department of Social 
Affairs, a lively discussion fol- 
lowedcwith suggestions for the 
Minister and the ATA. A num¬ 
ber of them were not new to 
ATA personal or the minister, 
who reminded those present 
they are working within the 
budget provided by funds from 
room taxes, so being cost-ef¬ 
fective is always a considera¬ 
tion. 

AAA confirmed a marked 
increase in flights from the 
U.S. beginning in November, 
despite the loss of long time 
tourism partner American Air¬ 
lines flights from New York, as 
these routes will be picked up 
by other carriers. 2011 has 
seen positive growth of 6.7% 
in the first 8 months, nearly 
double what was predicted; 
August, which is a “low sea¬ 
son” month, had an increase of 
11.7% over August of 2010. 
These are very encouraging 
figures for 2011-2012, gener¬ 
ally.

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Student resume protests in Chile 



SANTIAGO (AFP) - Thou¬ 
sands of students took to the 
streets of major Chilean cities 
Thursday in their ongoing at¬ 
tempt to press the government 
of President Sebastian Pinera 
to reform the country's educa¬ 
tion system. 

While past protests have 
included dancers, drummers 
and street performers, the lat¬ 
est was more somber, in line 
with a country in mourning 
following a September 2 plane 
crash that killed 21 people in¬ 
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eluding top Chilean media 
personalities. 

Students and their support¬ 
ers marched in the capital as 
well as cities such as Valdivia, 
Valparaiso, Puerto Montt and 
Talca. 

In Santiago, where the 
march was not authorized, riot 
police used a water cannon to 
quickly disperse a group of 
protesting high school stu¬ 
dents. 

The demonstrations were 
held "to make it clear that we 
are still present," and that the 
demands have not been met, 
said Cristobal Lagos, secre¬ 
tary of the Federation of Uni¬ 
versity of Chile Students 


(FECH). 

For three months, Chile has 
seen mass protests calling for 
the elimination of a voucher 
system that supports private 
universities and demanding 
free, higher quality education 
at public universities. 

Students, workers, envi¬ 
ronmentalists and gay rights 
activists are among tens of 
thousands who have taken to 
the streets in recent weeks to 
press demands on issues from 
building electric dams in 
Patagonia to improving edu¬ 
cation. 

The students were also set 
to answer a government invi¬ 
tation for talks. A first meeting 
on September 3 with the pres¬ 
ident and top officials was in¬ 
conclusive. 

Pinera, a conservative bil¬ 
lionaire whose popularity 
soared after the spectacular 
rescue of 33 Chilean miners 
last October after 69 days 
trapped underground, is facing 
growing discontent. 

A recent poll gave him 
only a 26 percent approval rat¬ 
ing, making him the least pop¬ 
ular Chilean leader since 
General Augusto Pinochet's 
1973-90 dictatorship. 


Cuba posts photos to dispel 
Castro health rumors 


HAVANA (AFP) - Cuba 
posted new photos of Fidel 
Castro on government-run 
news websites Thursday, in an 
apparent effort to quiet rumors 
that the former president and 
revolutionary icon was dying 
or dead. 

Images on the 
cubadebate.cu website ap¬ 
peared to have been taken 
Tuesday at Castro's Havana 
home. They showed the for¬ 
mer Cuban president, 85, in 
conversation with Mario Silva, 
a producer from Venezuelan 
television. 

Silva was quoted as saying 
that he had come to Havana to 
work on a report intended to 


dispel rumors propagated "by 
the Venezuelan opposition and 
the rightwing (Cubans) in 
Miami that the Cuban leader 
had died." 

"To everyone who was cel¬ 
ebrating in the belief that Co- 
mandante Fidel had died from 
a stroke, I regret to inform you 
that he is alive and better than 
ever," Silva said. 

Castro, hero of the revolu¬ 
tion that swept dictator Ful- 
gencio Batista from power in 
1959, remains a communist 
icon, five years after handing 
over day-to-day governance of 
the communist island in 2006 
to his younger brother Raul, 
following a medical crisis. 


New tropical storm 
takes aim at Mexico: 
forecasters 


MIAMI (AFP) - A new trop¬ 
ical storm in the Caribbean, 
the 14th named system of the 
2011 season, took aim at 
Mexico on Thursday and 
threatened to grow into a hur¬ 
ricane in the next two days, 
US forecasters said. 

Tropical Storm Nate was 
cycling 130 miles (205 kilo¬ 
meters) west of Campeche, 
Mexico with maximum sus¬ 
tained winds of 45 miles (75 
kilometers) per hour, the 
Miami-based National Hurri¬ 
cane Center said in its 0600 
GMT advisory. 

The forecasters issued a 
warning for the Mexican 
coast from Chilitepec to Ce- 
lestun, where tropical storm 
conditions were expected in 
the next 12 hours. 

In the meantime, it was 
expected to dump two to four 
inches (five to 10 centime¬ 
ters) of rain — with isolated 
deluges of up to eight inches 
— over the Mexican states of 
Campeche, Tabasco and 
southern Veracruz, it said. 

The storm is also expected 
to raise the tide along the 
coast by up to three feet (one 
meter). 

Another tropical storm, 
Maria, was meanwhile stir¬ 
ring far out in the Atlantic 
ocean, some 1,005 miles 
(1,620 kilometers) east of the 
Leeward Islands, with sus¬ 
tained winds of up to 50 
miles (85 kilometers) per 


hour. 

The NHC issued a tropical 
storm watch for the Leeward 
Islands of Antigua as well as 
Barbuda, Montserrat, Nevis 
and St. Kitts, adding that the 
Virgin Islands and Puerto 
Rico "should monitor the 
progress of Maria." 

It added, however, that 
"little change in strength is 
forecast during the next 48 
hours." 

A greatly weakened Hurri¬ 
cane Katia was meanwhile 
expected to pass between the 
US east coast and Bermuda 
later on Thursday without 
making landfall, forecasters 
said. 

The NHC on Wednesday 
downgraded Katia to a cate¬ 
gory one hurricane but issued 
a tropical storm watch for 
Bermuda as the storm neared, 
packing winds of up to 90 
miles (150 kilometers) an 
hour. 

Although the storm was 
forecast to steer well clear of 
the US mainland, the NHC 
warned of continuing high 
and "life-threatening" ocean 
swells along the eastern 
seaboard, Bermuda and east¬ 
facing beaches in the Ba¬ 
hamas. 

Much of the US east coast 
is still recovering from last 
week's Hurricane Irene, 
which caused widespread 
evacuations and flooding.

However, Jim Hepple con¬ 
firmed that despite positive 
growth over the past two years 
in arrivals, it must be conceded 
that REVPAR is still behind 
2005 figures, the spending 
practices of vacationers are 
down, which is a typical symp¬ 
tom of a weakened economy 
and the recovery period after a 
“recession” in the vacation in¬ 
dustry. History demonstrates 
that after such events as the fi¬ 
nancial crises at the end of 
2008, arrivals will again in¬ 


crease following the initial 
downturn, but the level of 
spending will still lag far be¬ 
hind. 

Though Aruba appreciates 
the many dedicated visitors 
from the U.S vacationing here 
annually, it is only wise for 
them to look at the strongly 
emerging economies of such 
nations as Brazil, Argentina 
and Colombia as places to en¬ 
courage tourism to Aruba and 
to work for more convenient 
airlift while forming liaisons 


with their tour operators. Rory 
Arends reminded those present 
of the proximity of Venezuela 
and how strong a place it holds 
as a source for tourists to 
Aruba, and this nation, despite 
its political turbulence, should 
still be an important point of 
attention in Latin America. 

Suggestions for bringing in 
new markets in other strong 
economies, such as Russia, 
were made, and the ATA has 
explored this in the past, but 
again, a priority is considering 
what sort of rewards will result 
from the money invested, so as 
to do it most effectively. 

A wide range of topics were 
addressed, including the effect 
of changes in the labor laws 
now being discussed in Parlia¬ 
ment will have on tourism, 
which is labor intensive. “We 
should remember,” stated Jim 
Hepple, “the new ATA... re¬ 
ally the whole thrust is on in¬ 
creasing expenditures, rather 
than just visitor arrival num¬ 
bers. What we really are trying 
to do by increasing the spend¬ 
ing is increasing the quality of 
life, not just through the hotel 
sector, but through the whole 
community.” 

On a positive note, Juni 
Croes reminded the gathering 
of the difference between “re¬ 


ality and perception.” He ex¬ 
pressed that for those follow¬ 
ing the economic news, it is 
depressing to hear of the trends 
in the U.S. and many European 
nations, but their gloomy out¬ 
look does not necessarily re¬ 
flect the state of affairs in 
Aruba, which is relatively far 
more stable than many of these 
nations. Fredsel Giel pointed 
out more concrete figures of 
what would be considered “ac¬ 
ceptable sustainable growth” 
should be established, and a 


plan as to how to achieve that 
goal. 

The meeting concluded 
with an expression of gratitude 
from Prime Minister Eman and 
Minister Oduber for the atten¬ 
dance and input of those repre¬ 
senting the stakeholders in 
Aruba’s tourism product and 
financial wellbeing. Their sug¬ 
gestions and concerns will be 
studied and addressed over the 
coming months.

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Work on Balashi bridge to be 
completed second week of October 



ORANJESTAD - The Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works - DOW 
- announces work on the old 
Balashi bridge is on time with¬ 
out setbacks. Repairs began in 
August with the replacement 
of pipes that enable water to 
flow underneath the bridge. 

The project was carefully 
planned by DOW and accor¬ 
ding to project coordinator, 
Jossy Kock, when completed 
there will be no change in the 
bridge structure, but islanders 
will see the difference in the 


water flow. The last mainte¬ 
nance work performed on 
those pipes was in the late 
1950’s, beginning 1960. 

In the beginning, the utility 
company experienced a little 
setback with the pulling of the 
electricity cables, but now they 
finished and rest of the main¬ 
tenance work is going 
smoothly. 

When DOW employees 
opened the middle part of the 
bridge, they noticed that 
among 12 pipes installed for 


the water flow, only 2 were in 
decent condition with the other 
10 quite clogged. This caused 
water flow to be at a minimum 
level, which accounted for the 
foul smell and still water 
alongside the bridge. 

According to Mr. Kock, the 
bridge will be ready for re¬ 
opening in the second week of 
October. “Islanders will notice 
more wild- and marine life 
around the bridge due to the in¬ 
creased water flow,” he con¬ 
cluded.

Room for nuclear energy in 
the future: new IEA chief 




(AFP) — The new chief of the 
International Energy Agency 
Maria van der Hoeven this 
week said nuclear power will 
have a place in the future de¬ 
spite the Fukushima catastro¬ 
phe and the decision by some 
countries to opt out. 

Van der Hoeven, formerly 
the Dutch minister for eco¬ 
nomic affairs, said she would 
be looking to countries to ex¬ 
plain how they plan to cover 
their energy needs. 

"If you would like to aban¬ 
don nuclear, then my ques¬ 
tion is: 'How are you going to 
meet the growing demand of 
energy when you are aban¬ 
doning one of your 
sources?", she said in an in¬ 
terview with AFP. 

"That question has to be 
answered by all those coun¬ 


tries and governments who 
would like to abandon nu¬ 
clear." 

She added: "If the answer 
is 'well do it with renew¬ 
ables', then my question will 
be ’how'?. 

"How cost effective are re¬ 
newables? How much are 
they deployed at this mo¬ 
ment? How are you going to 
speed up the curve of renew¬ 
ables so that they're going to 
be a greater part of the energy 
supply?" 

Van der Hoeven took up 
the post of IEA executive di¬ 
rector on September 1, suc¬ 
ceeding Japan's Nobuo 
Tanaka. 

The country is still coming 
to terms with the massive 
March 11 earthquake and 
tsunami which knocked out 


cooling systems at the 
Fukushima Daiichi plant, 
causing reactors to overheat 
and radiation to leak. 

Germany switched off 
several of its reactors in the 
wake of the disaster and has 
since passed legislation to 
phase out nuclear energy by 
2022 . 

A recent vote against Ital¬ 
ian premier Silvio Berlus¬ 
coni's plans to resume the 
country's nuclear programme 
was also seen as a reflection 
of popular unease about 
atomic energy in Europe after 
Fukushima. 

The Swiss government in 
May, too, recommended that 
nuclear plants be phased out. 

Van der Hoeven said: 
"There will be room for nu¬ 
clear energy in the future. 

"I think if we really want 
to go — and we do — towards 
a future where we have less 
C02 emissions, there are 
only two real things to get 
there, and it has to do with 
nuclear because it doesn't 
produce C02 and it has to do 
with renewables. 

"And in the meantime 
there is gas. So these are the 
three things we are talking 
about."

Half of world's PCs 
'use pirated software* 



(AFP) — Almost half of per¬ 
sonal computer users around 
the world get their software 
illegally, with China's mas¬ 
sive market the worst culprit, 
a report claimed on Wednes¬ 
day. 

A Business Software Al¬ 
liance (BSA) survey showed 
47 percent of PC users glob¬ 
ally believe there is nothing 
wrong with using unautho¬ 
rised copies of software pro¬ 
grams. 

This includes buying a

the Weddell Sea located 120 
kilometres (75 miles) from 
the edge of the continental 
shelf. 

The robot's camera, trailed 
over two kilometres (1.2 
miles), spotted 42 crabs, all of 
them at depths lower than 850 
metres (2,760 feet), where the 
water was a relatively balmy 
1.4 degrees Celsius (34.5 de¬ 
grees Fahrenheit). 

By extrapolation, the crab 
population in Palmer's deep - 

floor and thrown up lumps of 
sediment. The robot also re¬ 
trieved a pregnant female 
crab, as proof that the species 
was reproducing. 

The implication is that as 
global warming heats the 
frigid coastal-shelf waters, 
which lie at depths of 400 
and 600 metres (1,300 and 
1,950 feet), the way will be 
open for the crustacean to 
continue its creeping ad¬ 
vance. 


ANTARTICA (AFP) - The 
sea floor around the West 
Antarctica peninsula could 
become invaded by a vora¬ 
cious king crab, which is on 
the march thanks to global 
warming, biologists reported 
on Wednesday. 

The worrisome intruder is 
a bright-red deep-sea preda¬ 
tor that previously had been 
spotted only in the Ross Sea, 
on the other side of West 
Antarctica. 

Taxonomists identified the 
crustacean just five years 
ago, bestowing it with the 
lengthy monicker of Neolith- 
odes yaldwyni Ahyong and 


Dawson and placing it among 
the 121 species of king crab. 

It is known as an "ecosys¬ 
tem engineer" because it digs 
into the sea floor to feast on 
worms and other tiny ani¬ 
mals, an activity that in large 
numbers can have repercus¬ 
sions across the marine food 
web. 

A team led by Laura 
Grange of the University of 
Hawaii at Manoa lowered a 
remote-controlled scoutcraft 
as part of a long-term probe 
into biodiversity in the waters 
off the Antarctic peninsula. 

They looked at Palmer 
Deep, a mud-floored basin in 


(nine miles) long by eight 
kms (five miles) wide — 
could be more than 1.5 mil¬ 
lion, says Grange. 

That density is the same as 
commercial crab fisheries in 
Alaska and the British South 
Atlantic island of South 
Georgia. 

The images gave a 
glimpse of the kind of dam¬ 
age caused by the foraging 
crustaceans. 

The crabs, their shells 
measuring roughly 10 cen¬ 
timetres (four inches) across, 
had dug gashes up to 20 cms 
(one foot) into the soft ocean

As many as 86 per¬ 
cent of computer users 
in the country acquire 
their software illegally 
most or all of the time, the 
survey showed. 

“The survey makes it clear 
that the global software 
piracy epidemic is spreading 
fastest in China, which is 
now the world’s biggest mar¬ 
ket for new PCs," said BSA 
president and chief executive 
Robert Holleyman. 

The Washington-based 
BSA is an industry group that 
works for copyright protec¬ 
tion and counts among its 
members some of the world's 
biggest technology compa¬ 
nies, including Apple, Mi¬ 
crosoft, Symantec and Adobe. 

Pirated software installa¬ 
tions cost the industry nearly 
$59 billion globally last year, 
a BSA report said in May. 

It said in terms of value, 
China was the world's sec¬ 
ond-largest culprit behind the 
US, installing $7.78 billion of 
stolen programs last year. 

The commercial value of 
pirate computer software 
used in the US was estimated 
at $9.5 billion, the BSA said 
in the May report.

US court blocks challenge to 
Obama healthcare law 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
US appeals court gave a judi¬ 
cial victory to President 
Barack Obama’s health care 
reform law Thursday, reject¬ 
ing challenges that the man¬ 
date to purchase insurance is 
unconstitutional. 

A three-judge panel of the 
4th US Circuit Court of Ap¬ 
peals, based in Richmond, 
Virginia, ruled that lawsuits 
filed by Virginia Attorney 
General Kenneth Cuccinelli 



and Liberty University did 
not have enough sufficient 
merit and were dismissed. 

The ruling is the first 
major judicial success of the 
Obama administration on the 
law enacted last year, partic¬ 
ularly its controversial "indi¬ 
vidual mandate," which 
requires everyone to own 
health insurance in America’s 
mostly private system or pay 
a penalty. 

Republicans strongly op¬ 
pose the law, which they 
have dubbed "Obamacare," as 
an infringement on individual 
liberty, and have sworn to re¬ 
peal it. 

Commenting on the deci¬ 
sion, Liberty University pres¬ 
ident Mathew Staver told AFP 
that the school would continue 
to fight for the law’s repeal. 

"Our next step is to ask the 


Supreme Court to review this 
case. We are going to chal¬ 
lenge the court ruling in the 
Supreme Court," Staver said. 

Most US legal analysts 
agree that the reform's fate 
will ultimately be decided by 
the US Supreme Court, per¬ 
haps as early as next year, but 
the complaints against the 
law's constitutionality have 
yet to reach the highest court 
in the land. 

Last month the Eleventh 
Circuit appeals court, based in 
Atlanta, ruled Friday that the 
law's individual mandate ex¬ 
ceeded Congress's powers. 

But the court ruled that the 
remainder of the health care 
law, which extended coverage 
to an extra 32 million people 
and was a long-held dream of 
Democrats, was within the 
bounds of the Constitution.

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Fed prepared to act to boost 
growth: Bernanke 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
Federal Reserve is ready to 
take new action to speed up 
the economy, Fed chief Ben 
Bernanke said Thursday, but 
warned that government 
budget-cutting could hold 
back growth. 

Bernanke gave no indica¬ 
tion of just what the central 
bank could do to stimulate the 
sluggish economy. Many ana¬ 
lysts say that it could at least 
adjust its purchases of govern¬ 
ment bonds to push down 
long-term interest rates rather 
than focus on short term rates 
as in the past two years. 

Bernanke also said that 
after a first-half pace of less 
than one percent the economy 
is poised to pick up speed in 
the second half, with little 
danger of inflation. 

But he added that growth 
remains under threat, particu¬ 
larly from spending cuts by 
government authorities at all 


levels. 

Bernanke did not repeat his 
caveat of August 26, when he 
told a central bank symposium 
in Jackson Hole, Wyoming 
that "most of the economic 
policies that support robust 
economic growth in the long 
run are outside the province of 
the central bank." 

But he did stress that gov¬ 
ernment policy to reverse the 
weakness in the housing sec¬ 
tor, and to generate jobs, was 
crucial for charging up 
growth.

Jury selection begins for 
Jackson doctor trial 


Reese Witherspoon hit 
by car while jogging 



LOS ANGELES (AFP) - Jury 
selection began Thursday to 
choose the panel that will de¬ 
cide the fate of Michael Jack¬ 
son's doctor, accused of 
manslaughter over the pop 
icon's shock 2009 death at the 
age of 50. 

Conrad Murray was pres¬ 
ent at the Los Angeles Supe¬ 
rior Court court but avoided 
waiting photographers by en¬ 
tering the building via a back 
entrance, an AFP journalist on 
the scene said. 

"They opened court... the 
judge gave a brief explana¬ 
tion, then they went down to 
the jury assembly room," a 
court spokeswoman told AFP, 
adding: "Conrad Murray was 
in attendance today." 

Some 160 potential jurors 
will be questioned initially to 
determine if they are fit and 
able to serve in the trial on 
Conrad Murray, provisionally 
scheduled to start on Septem¬ 
ber 27. 

Those who pass the first 
stage of vetting will be asked 
to fill in an extensive ques¬ 
tionnaire to weed out those 
susceptible to bias over the 
high-profile case. 

Outside the court there 
were only two demonstrators: 
one in favor of Murray, one 
against. In the past large num¬ 
bers of demonstrators have 
turned up for pre-trial hear¬ 


ings, and may are expected 
when the trial actually starts. 

"Justice For Michael Jack- 
son," read the anti-Murray 
placard, while the other de¬ 
clared: "I support Dr. Conrad 
Murray. An Innocent Man 
Who Must Be Exonerated!!" 

The trial was originally to 
start in May and a three-day 
jury selection process oc¬ 
curred then, but those chosen 
were dismissed after the judge 
delayed the case to give Mur¬ 
ray's lawyers more time to 
prepare their case. 

Murray, the last doctor to 
treat Jackson, is on trial for in¬ 
voluntary homicide in Jack¬ 
son's death on June 25, 2009 
after an overdose of the pow¬ 
erful anesthetic propofol, 
which the singer used as a 
sleeping aid. 

Jackson's death, on the eve 
of a planned series of come¬ 
back concerts in London 
aimed at reviving his reputa¬ 
tion and finances battered by 
child sex allegations, stunned 
fans around the world. 

His personal doctor is 
charged with administering 
propofol — usually used as an 
anesthetic — to the star and 
then neglecting to monitor 
him closely enough. 

Murray's defense team is 
expected to argue that Jackson 
gave himself an excessive 
dose of the drug while the 
doctor was out of the room at 
the singer's mansion in the af¬ 
fluent Holmby Hills neighbor¬ 
hood west of Los Angeles. 

Opening statements are 
tentatively set to begin Sep¬ 
tember 27, and the trial — 
which will be televised — is 
expected to last up to six 
weeks. 

In the run-up to the trial, 
the judge has dealt with a 
number of requests: in August 
he barred defense attorneys 
for Murray from calling Jack¬ 
son's former physicians as 



witnesses. 

He also refused to se¬ 
quester the jury despite a case 
the defense says could be "the 
most publicized in history" — 
comparable to the mid-1990s 
O.J. Simpson trial, in which 
jurors were sequestered to 
guard against outside influ¬ 
ence. 

The trial will start as plans 
continue for a tribute concert 
to the late singer, scheduled 
for October 8 in Wales but 
clouded by infighting between 
members of Jackson’s family. 

When the star's mother 
Katherine Jackson and her 
children made public their 
plans for the tribute concert in 
late July, Randy and Jermaine 
issued a sharp rebuke, blasting 
the timing of event. 

"There will come a time 
and place for an amazing and 
deserving tribute to Michael. 
But we feel that the most im¬ 
portant tribute we can give to 
our brother at this time is to 
seek justice in his name," the 
pair said on Twitter in July. 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Oscar-winning actress Reese 
Witherspoon suffered minor 
injuries after being hit by a 
car while out jogging 
Wednesday, police and a 
spokeswoman said. 

The 3 5-year-old was 
struck by a vehicle driven by 
an 84-year-old local woman 
while running in the seafront 
district of Santa Monica west 
of of Los Angeles, a police 
spokesman said. 

Witherspoon was on an 
unmarked crosswalk at the 
time, and the driver — who 
was traveling at 32 kmh (20 
mph) — was cited for failing 


to yield to a pedestrian, said 
the spokesman. 

The actress was taken to 
hospital, but was discharged 
and went home later to re¬ 
cover, her publicist said. "She 
was hit by a car today in 
Santa Monica while out for a 
run," said the spokeswoman. 

Witherspoon "was not se¬ 
riously injured and is resting 
comfortably at home," she 
added. 

The actress, who won her 
Oscar in 2006 for her role in 
"Walk the Line", married for 
a second time in March this 
year, wedding her agent Jim 
Toth. 


Montreal Symphony 
reaches pay deal with 
musicians 


MONTREAL (AFP) - The 
Montreal Symphony Orches¬ 
tra's management yesterday 
reached a new deal with musi¬ 
cians after a months-long dis¬ 
pute over salary and work 
conditions, on the eve of the 
opening of its new concert 
hall. 

The two sides had been at 
odds for months over pay and 
workload, but spent the last 
week in intense talks to reach 
an agreement before the inau¬ 
guration of the custom-built 
1,900-seat symphony hall, the 
orchestra's new home. 

"Both management and the 
union agreed to compromises 
and demonstrated the open¬ 
ness needed to reach an under¬ 
standing," the head of the 


orchestra's board, former Que¬ 
bec prime minister Lucien 
Bouchard, said in a statement. 

The new collective bargain¬ 
ing agreement — which runs 
through 2014 — calls for pay 
rises of 10.5 percent over the 
four years from 2010 through 
2014, management said. 

Workers were busy putting 
the final touches on the concert 
hall, the centerpiece of Mon¬ 
treal's new arts and entertain¬ 
ment district. 

The Montreal Symphony 
Orchestra, one of North Amer¬ 
ica's best led by conductor 
Kent Nagano, was to open its 
new season this week with 
works by three local com¬ 
posers, followed by 
Beethoven's Ninth Symphony. 
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No more Mr Nice Guy as 
Pacquiao girds for battle 



LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Manny Pacquiao says he is 
through making friends with 
opponents in the build up to 
his championship bouts and 
vows to take a hard-line ap¬ 
proach in his next fight 
against Juan Manuel Mar¬ 
quez. 

The 32-year-old Filipino 
boxing champion has deci¬ 
sively won his last three fights 
but failed to score knockouts 
over Shane Mosley, Antonio 
Margarito and Joshua Clottey. 

"If my opponent is nice 
and friendly to me then that 
carries over into the fight,” 
Pacquiao said Wednesday. 
’’Then I am not eager to finish 
the fight.” 

The Filipino southpaw has 
vowed not to go easy when he 
puts his World Boxing Organ¬ 
ization welterweight title on 
the line against Mexico’s 
Marquez on November 12 in 
Las Vegas. 

’’Before Marquez was say¬ 
ing bad things about me. Now 
he is saying good things about 
me,” said Pacquiao (53-3, 2 
draws, 38 KOs). 

In a sport that thrives on 
hype to sell tickets, stare- 
downs and angry exchanges 
are usually common when 
two fighters get together to 
promote the fight. But that's 
not been the case with nice- 
guy Pacquiao. 

Mosley and Clottey were 


able to disarm Pacquiao with 
plenty of compliments and 
talk of how grateful they were 
the champion was giving 
them an opportunity to fight 
for a title, not to mention mil¬ 
lions of dollars. 

Margarito mocked and in¬ 
sulted Pacquiao's trainer 
Freddie Roach but stayed 
away from firing verbal jabs 
aimed specifically at Pac¬ 
quiao. 

The 144-pound bout will 
mark the third time Pacquiao 
and Marquez have tangled. 
Both previous fights were 
close with just one round sep¬ 
arating the two. The judges' 
scored the first bout a draw 
and Pacquiao was awarded a 
split decision in the rematch. 
Marquez insists he won both 
fights. 

"I am thinking how can I 
shut this guy's mouth,” Pac¬ 
quiao said at a news confer¬ 
ence at the Beverly Hills 
Hotel. 

One boxer ’’Pacman” Pac¬ 
quiao says he would have no 
trouble getting motivated to 
knock out is undefeated 
American Floyd Mayweather. 

”If that fight happens it 
would be a fight like there is 
no tomorrow,” Pacquiao said 
with a wink. 

Previous fight talks be¬ 
tween the two broke down 
over how drug testing would 
be conducted. Mayweather 


angered Pacquiao by accusing 
him of taking performance¬ 
enhancing drugs. 

"I haven't taken any drugs 
in boxing,” Pacquiao said 
Wednesday. "I don't even 
know what he (Mayweather) 
is talking about. I don't know 
what testosterone is. I don't 
have any idea what he is talk¬ 
ing about. He doesn't want to 
fight.” 

The Marquez bout will be 
a change from Pacquiao's pre¬ 
vious fights where he moved 
up in weight class to fight big¬ 
ger, stronger boxers. Pacquiao 
says this time he will be in his 
comfort zone and isn't afraid 
of getting hit by a smaller 
fighter. 

"For this fight I don't have 
to worry about weight and 
size,” Pacquiao said. ”1 won't 
have to worry so much about 
the punches that I am taking 
in the ring because bigger 
guys punch harder.” 

Marquez is no shrinking 
violet. He captured his first 
world title in 2003 and has 
won belts in three different 
weight classes. He has 
recorded victories over Marco 
Antonio Barrera and Joel 
Casamayor but lost a 12- 
round decision to May¬ 
weather in September 2009 in 
Las Vegas. 

"This is the biggest fight 
for me because Pacquiao is 
the best pound-for-pound 
fighter,” Marquez said. 
"Clottey didn't want to fight 
and Mosley was the same. 
But if Pacquiao wants to fight 
I will give him a fight.” 

Pacquiao and Marquez have 
been on a whirlwind tour 
across the ocean to promote the 
fight. They were in New York 
on Tuesday and the Philippines 
before that where 100,000 peo¬ 
ple came out to cheer Filipino 
congressman Pacquiao. 

The tour finishes in Mex¬ 
ico City Thursday where 
thousands of Marquez fans 
will get a chance to see their 
hero. 

"The Philippines, New 
York and now here. I don't 
even know what time it is,” 
said Marquez (53-5, 1 draw, 
39 KOs). 

Marquez is another in a 
long line of current and for¬ 
mer Mexican champions Pac¬ 
quiao has defeated in recent 
years. Pacquiao said he does¬ 
n't have a scorched-earth pol¬ 
icy against Mexican fighters 
but is just trying to find the 
best opponents out there. 

"I am just doing my job in 
the ring. It is not my intention 
to fight all the Mexican fight¬ 
ers.”

NEW YORK (AFP) - NFL 
officials announced Thursday 
they have agreed to a new 
eight-year contract extension 
to keep Monday night games 
on ESPN through 2021 that 
expands the networks global 
and mobile opportunities. 

The deal is worth a re¬ 
ported $1.9 billion a year, or 
$15.2 billion over the exten¬ 
sion, compared to the current 
$1.1 billion annual deal 
ESPN now has with the most 
popular American sports 
league. 

ESPN will be able to show 
Monday night games and its 
own NFL programming on 


mobile telephones and tablets 
such as the iPad, utilize 3D 
distribution and show some 
playoff games in certain inter¬ 
national markets. 

US Spanish-language tele¬ 
casts of Monday games were 
retained as well as the rights 
to show Monday night games 
in Australia, New Zealand, 
Africa, Europe, Brazil, the 
Middle East and Caribbean. 

’’They have taken a great 
brand and made it better,” NFL 
commissioner Roger Goodell 
said. ’’They have had unprece¬ 
dented success with what 
they've done. We expect to con¬ 
tinue to grow that together.” 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Three¬ 
time champion Serena 
Williams shrugged off a slow 
start to book a US Open 
semi-final berth with a 7-5, 6- 
1 victory over Russian Anas¬ 
tasia Pavlyuchenkova on 
Thursday.

NBA star Williams pitches up

ISTANBUL (AFP) - New Jer¬ 
sey Nets playmaker Deron 
Williams has agreed to play 
for Turkish side Besiktas until 
the NBA lock-out is lifted, 
Turkish press agency Anato¬ 
lia reported. 

"It's the first time that I've 
come to Istanbul,” Williams 
told reporters upon arriving in 
the Turkish capital on Thurs¬ 
day. 

"I know Turkish basketball 
a bit. I've known (Utah Jazz's 
Turkish player) Mehmet Okur 
for six years. He told me 
about Turkey, Istanbul, Besik¬ 
tas and Turkish basketball. 

”1 hope that I'll have a 
good time here with all my 
family. I came because of the 
lock-out in the NBA. After¬ 
wards I'll go back (to the 
United States).” 


According to American 
sports channel ESPN, 
Williams has a clause in his 
contract enabling him to re¬ 
turn to the US as soon as the 
lock-out is lifted. 

The 26-year-old will not 
be the first NBA star to turn 
out for Besiktas, as 11-time 
NBA All-Star Allen Iverson 
played for them last season. 

Besiktas also revealed last 
month that they are in talks 
with Los Angeles Lakers' su¬ 
perstar shooting guard Kobe 
Bryant and are prepared to 
offer him a salary of $500,000 
a month.

1 after the owners of the NBA 
franchises and their players 
were unable to reach an 
agreement over salaries.

Nor was Williams daunted 
by the prospect of playing 
three matches in three days 
should she make it through to 
the women's final scheduled 
for Saturday evening.

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Roddick in US Open rage, 
Nadal, Murray in last eight 



NEW YORK (AFP)-De¬ 
fending champion Rafael 
Nadal and Andy Murray 
reached the US Open 
quarter-finals after two 
days of frustration Thurs¬ 
day while Andy Roddick 
stormed off court in an 
angry tirade against offi¬ 
cials. 

Second seed Nadal saw 
off Gilles Muller of Lux¬ 
embourg with a 7-6 (7/1), 
6-1, 6-2 victory while 
fourth seed and 2008 run¬ 
ner-up Murray cruised to a 
6-2, 6-3, 6-3 win over US 
wild card Donald Young. 

But it was 2003 cham¬ 
pion Roddick who 
grabbed the headlines 
when his last-16 clash 
against David Ferrer of 
Spain was suspended be¬ 
cause of water seeping up 
through a crack in the surface 
on Louis Armstrong Court 
following another night of 
torrential rain. 

After playing just two 
games of their resumed 
match, the players were taken 
off court as groundstaff tried 
desperately to soak up the 
water. 

When Roddick and Ferrer 
returned, the 29-year-old 
American was furious at the 
conditions. Telling besieged 
referee Brian Earley that the 
surface was still too wet to 
play, he packed his bag and 
stormed off to jeers from the 
crowd. 

’’Why are we here if there 
is water there?” asked a furi¬ 
ous Roddick. 

? Tm getting really pissed 
off. Jesus, what are we doing 
here. It’s killing me. I am baf¬ 
fled right now.” 

The match was then 
switched to Court 13 as offi-

cials kept up their bid to clear 
a huge backlog caused by 
two days being washed out 
by rain. 

Nadal had trailed 0-3 
overnight after just 15 min¬ 
utes of play had been possi¬ 
ble on Wednesday, but with 
bright sunshine replacing 
rain, the Spaniard raced into 
the last eight. 

Next up for the champion 
is either Roddick or Ferrer. 

Nadal, whose fourth round 
match had originally been 
slated for Tuesday, had led a 
player revolt on Wednesday, 
angry at having to go on 
court when the Arthur Ashe 
Stadium surface was still 
damp and with rain still in the 
air. 

He claimed players’ safety 
was being compromised by 
tournament officials. 

”It was a tough day yester¬ 
day for the players and the 


fans who waited many 
hours. Sorry about that, but 
thanks for still being here,” 
said Nadal, who will have 
to play four days in succes¬ 
sion if he is to feature in 
Sunday’s final. 

’’The situation yesterday 
was not easy for us and the 
organisers. They tried their 
best but they were wrong. 
Everyone makes mistakes.” 

Nadal has endured a dra¬ 
matic US Open, collapsing 
with cramping at a news 
conference after his third 
round win over David Nal- 
bandian before his frustrat¬ 
ing two days waiting for the 
rain to clear. 

He made up for lost time 
on Thursday, taking less 
than two hours to complete 
victory over the 68 th- 
ranked Muller who he had 
also defeated at Wimbledon 
this year. 

Murray, who had joined 
Nadal in Wednesday’s 
protest, avenged his loss to 
the 84th-ranked Young at In¬ 
dian Wells in March to reach 
the last eight for the first time 
since he fell in the 2008 final 
to Roger Federer. 

Young had held a 2-1 lead 
when rain brought proceed¬ 
ings to a halt on Wednesday. 

But Murray showed no ill- 
effects from the repeated de¬ 
lays as the 22-year-old 
American’s bid to become the 
first wild card to reach the 
quarters since James Blake in 
2005 was doomed by 53 un¬ 
forced errors. 

Murray next faces either 
12th-seeded Gilles Simon of 
France or 28th-seeded Amer¬ 
ican John Isner for a place in 
the semi-finals.

Smith in talks for record 
China deal: report 



NEW YORK (AFP) - NBA 
free agent guard J.R. Smith is 
near a deal to play the coming 
season for Shanxi of the Chi¬ 
nese Basketball Association 
for a Chinese league-record 
$3 million, Yahoo Sports re¬ 
ported Thursday. 

Citing unnamed sources, 
the website reported that 
seven-year NBA standout 
Smith, who turns 26 on Fri¬ 
day, would lose his chance at 
unrestricted free agency 
ahead of the NBA season if 
he makes the deal to play in 
China. 

Smith, who played for the 
Denver Nuggets the past five 
seasons, has averaged 12.5 
points, 2.8 rebounds and 2.0 
assists a game over his NBA 
career. 


The news comes as NBA 
players and club owners meet 
to try and reach a deal to end 
a lockout by owners that has 
shut down the league for the 
first time since 1999 and 
threatens to wipe out all or 
part of the season set to open 
November 1. 

The Nuggets have already 
lost forward Wilson Chandler 
to China’s Zhejiang Guang- 
sha and Smith, like Chandler, 
would not be able to sign 
with NBA clubs until they re¬ 
turn from China. 

Chinese clubs no longer 
sign NBA players who want 
opt out clauses to return to 
North America before the 
Chinese season ends in 
March.
